2. Citations and explanations 



1. The invention concerns a method of detecting objects 
in three dimensions,, as per claim 1. The preamble is 
based on Dl (DE-A-199 63 333) which is cited and 
analysed in the present application (page 1, line 
19, to page 2, line 6) . According to the invention, 
the projection data are coded in a colour pattern 
using a redundant code. Advantages of the invention 
can be found on page 2, lines 27 to 31. 

Dl discloses a method of detecting surface co- 
ordinates in three dimensions by means of a two- 
dimensional coded colour pattern; see abstract. No 
redundancy is used in the coding method variants 
cited in Dl as prior art (column 1, line 16, to 
column 2, line 16) - Although the colour pattern as 
per Dl contains repeated sequences (column 3, line 
23) and part sequences (column 4, lines 5 and 6), no 
redundant code in the sense of the current claim 1 
is shown. 

2. The other international search report citations 
appear to be of little relevance: 

- US-B-6 341 016 discloses a method of detecting an 
object in three dimensions, wherein two colour or 
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light images have to be generated (abstract; claim 
1) ; conventional, colour coding methods are cited 
(column 2r lines 56ff-) and used (figure 6); 

- XP000290629 presents a colour projection method 
(page 613, ^^Colored Light System") wherein minimal 
redundancy is sought (page 613, "'Theorem 1'') ; 

- EP-A-328 4 43 concerns a three-dimensional 
measuring method with two viewpoints (abstract; 
claim 1) •
